Section 1694. Revised Statutes of Wyoming, directs the 
Auditor to prepare and report to the Legislative “Assembly, at 


the commencement of each session : 
First. A detailed and full statement of the condition of the 


revenue and the amount of expenditures for the two preceding 
years; ` 


+ 
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Second, A full and detailed statement of the publie debt; 

Third. Estimates of the revenue and expenditures for the 
two succeeding years: 

Fourth. Such plans as he may deem expedient for the sup- 
port of the public eredit, for lessening the public expenses, for 
promoting economy in public offices, and generally for the better 
management and more perfect understanding of the fiscal affairs 
of the Territory ; 

Fifth. A tabular statement showing the amount of revenue 
charged to each county for the two preceding years, the aggre- 
gate amount of each object of taxation, together with the tax 
due on the same. 

Section 1732 directs that said report shall be made to you on 
or betore the tenth day of January. 

In statements preceding your Excellency will find everything 
relating to this department which has been transacted from Jan- 
uary 1, 1887, to and including December 31, 1887. In their reg- 
ular order you will find statements of the subjects set forth in 
the law. Some are not detailed vy items as in my opinion such 
ix not contemplated by law. Ihave given, in bulk, the amount 
of disbursements of the appropriations and the several funds— 
vouchers containing the items for which these disbursements 
were made are on file in this office. All vouchers on file prior 
to April 1, 1887, were examined, compared with the books of 
this office and approved by a committee appointed for that pur- 
pose, and the following entry was made upon the record of this 
office, viz: “The committee appointed to examine the books 
“of the auditor, treasurer and penitentiary commission and to

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LEGISLATION. 

More care should be given to the preparation and enactment 
of laws. There are many diserepancies and conflicts in the law 
as it now is. I shall not undertake to point out all of these but 
cite a few of them, viz: 

Section 1697 should be so amended that the Territorial 
Treasurer will be directed to immediately forward to the Terri- 
torial Auditor the duplicate receipt for all moneys paid to the 
Treasurer. 

The last Assembly created a board to equalize live stock 
values, and made it the duly of the Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners to attend. The per diem and mileage was 
fixed but no appropriation was madé whereby they could be 
paid. The claims for the last session are on file in this office 
and should receive early attention. It cost some members over 
two hundred dollars to attend. 

The same Assembly passed a law creating an examining 
board for coal mines, but no provision was made for payment for 
such services. Several claims of this class are also on file in 
-this office and should receive early attention. 

Under the provisions of Section 1, Chapter 3, Compiled 

„Laws of Wyoming, 1876, claims of the members of these two 
boards were paid prior to January 1, 1887. This Section is not 
in the Revised Statutes and all claims of this class that have 
been presented since that date have not been audited. 

In many instances it is hard to tell where the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of one official end and another begins. 

i Take the laws creating the Capitol Building Commission,“ 
the University Building Commission and the Insane Asylum , 
Commission for illustration. In auditing claims where does the 
responsibilities of these commissions cease and those of the Au- 
ditor begin? There has been no conflict of authority with. these 
commissions, but it is not because the law clearly defines the 
limits, but because all parties have tried to discharge their duties 
and to prevent any conflict and strife. 

Take the same laws again for another illustration. 

These commissions have expected to expend the premiums 
derived from the sale of the bonds and have made their contracts 
accordingly. | 

I have consulted several attorneys about whether there was 
such an appropriation of these premiums as would enable me to 
draw warrants upon them without violating Sections 1709, 1716, 
and 1733. One or two of them arc of the opinion that there is 
such an appropriation, but the majority are of the contrary 


. 
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opinion. I did not deem it safe for myself and bondsmen, nor a 
good precedent, to draw warrants upon an appropriation where 
lawyers could not agree as to the meaning of the law. All ap- 
propriation laws should be definite and certain. 

The law should be amended at an carly day so, that these 
premiums could be used. 

There should be an appropriation to pay witness fees and for 
serving subpenas, in settling such claims before the Auditor as 
is provided for by Section 1706. The law should designate some 
officer to serve subpenas in such cases. A 


REVENUE LAWS. 


The revenue laws should be amended, and especially that 
part relating to the information to be furnished to the Territorial 
* Board of Equalization by the different counties. At the last 
session of the Territorial Board of Equalization the following 
statement of facts was agreed to, and placed upon the records: 

“This is the first time the railroad grant lands of the Union 
« Pacific have been taxed, and there seemed to be among the 
s county boards of the various counties in which these lands are 
“located quite a difference of opinion as to the value of such 
«lands in their respective counties. For the purpose of having 
ca more intimate knowledge of the lands along the line, the 
“ Board took a trip on the railroad and while our equalization 
“may not be perfection, yet it is according to our best knowl- 
“edge and belief from what we were able to see and hear. 

« The return from "Carbon county show plainly that by mis- 
“take or otherwise, the lands were not all returned for taxation.

It is fair to presume that there was an inerease of final re- 
ccipt lands since last year, which in the opinion of the Board 
would increase the shortage to 150,000 acres. 

It is claimed in Sweetwater county that much of the land is 
in fact coal land, and so the Board should have valued the lands 
higher. The county authorities fail to show the land is really 
coal land, and the Board has no power to change the character 


~ 
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or classification of the assessment. The lands as they appear to 
any unprejudiced judgment, are of small value, and the Board 
can only be expected to pass judgment upon the surface appear- 
ance, when the hidden values of the land are carefully hidden 
from it. 

One very embarrassing point in connection with the equal- 
ization of real property is in the fact that lands and improve- 
ments are returned together; in most instances and the Board 
has no means of knowing the value of the improvements. The 
town lots are returned as town lots worth so much money, with- 
out giving even the number of lots whether one hundred or five 
hundred, or in what town or towns they are located. The Board 
is expected to so equalize the values among the counties that all 
the real property may bear its just proporion of Territorial tax- 
ation, and yet the information mostly needed to enable the mem- 
bers to perform intelligently their duties, is systematicaliy with- 
held from them. The Board is not blaming any one particularly, 
but pointing out the weakness of the present system. If the 
Board is expected to simply endorse the action of each county 
board, then it is useless, and isnot a board of equalization, but 
of ratification. 

In regard to the mileage of railroads in each county there 
has been some change in the Union Pacitic, which is now 
believed to be the true mileage or distribution, making no change 
in the aggregate, 

The law should also be changed so that the Territorial 
board of equalization could add to or deduct from the returns of 
personal property. The commissioners of each county while 
acting as a board of equalization equalize the personal property 
with that of the real estate, and there is no good reason why 
there should be a change in the real estate values fixed by them 
and the values of the personal property fixed by them remain 
unchanged. The law should be so amended that the Territor- 
ial board of equalization could not increase or diminish the total 


aggregate returns of all the assessment rolls in the Territory. "-— m- 


It is the custom in this Territory in listing property for as- 
sessment to return it at a fifty per cent. valuation, although the 
law requires fhat it should be listed at its full cash valuation. 
The law should be changed to the fifty per cent. valuation. The 
provision making it the duty of county treasurers to settle with 
the county commissioners and with the Territorial Auditor and 
Treasurer on the first Monday in January should be changed, as 
this in many instances creates hardships. 

The law making it the duty of the Auditor and also of the 
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Treasurer to proceed against delinguent tax colleetors is now 
conflicting and it should be changed so that there would be no 
coflict in this matter. 

RAILROADS. ' 

During the last two years there has been an era of railroad 
building in this Territory. The Wyoming Central has built and 
is operating about one hundred miles, and has about twenty-five 
miles more of grading done. 

The Cheyenne & Northern has built and is operating one 
hundred and twenty-five miles. 

The Cheyenne & Burlington, (an extension of the Burling- 
ton & Missouri) has built and is now operating a road to 
Cheyenne. 

The Broken Bow branch of the Burlington & Missouri is 
within fifty miles of the east line of Wyoming. S 

All of the’above named roads will be extended next year. 
I understand other railroads companies are in Wyoming with 
surveyors. 

Legislation should encourage the building of railroads in 
the Territory. Railroads are necessary for the development of 
the Territorial resources, 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. - 

Since the adjournment of the last Legislative Assembly 
public buildings are being, or have been, erected, viz: 

At Cheyenne, a Capitol building, at a cost when completed, 
together with the real estate, of $150,000. 

At Cheyenne, aw Institute for the Blind, Deaf and Dumb, 
which, together with the real estate and fencing, has cost about 
58,000. 

A+ Laramie, a University building and grounds at a cost of 
about $50,000, and 

At Evanston, an Insane Asylum building, which will cost 
about 530,000 when completed, 

Each building Commission has erected a good and sub- 
stantial building and I think the best that could be built for the 
money, Great credit is due to each of these commissions. 

PUBLIC DEBT. 

The Ninth Legislative Assembly provided for the erection 
of a Capitol building at Cheyenne, a University building at 
Laramie, and an Insane Asylum at Evanston. 

For the purpose of raising funds to procure sites aud to 
ereet said buildings, the Legislative Assembly directed that six 
per cent. bonds of the Territory should be issued and sold as 
follows :

All of said bonds have been issued as directed except 
$25,000, of the Capitol Building Bonds, and "the Capitol Build- 
ing Commission has requested these to be-issued, so that the 
entire publie debt of this Territory is $230,000, 

Each year after the expiration of fifteen years one-tenth of 
all Capitol Building Bonds and University Building Bonds are 
to be redeemed. Each bond of $1,000 sold for the sum of 
$1,051 30. Each year after the expiration of twenty-five years 
one-tenth ofall Insane Asylum Bonds are to be redeemed, Each 
bond of $1,000 sold for the sum of $1,083 60. This shows the 
faith that investors have in this Territory. 

CAPITOL BUILDING. 
Some provision should be made for the eustody of the 


Capitol building. I would suggest that the Governor, Secretary 
and Auditor become the custodians of the building, with full 


„power to contract for fuel, lights, janitors, ete. The advantage 


in appointing these officials are the saving of expense to the ter- 
ritory, and it is not likely that all be away at once. 
CENSUS, 

Section 3,796 of the Revised Statutes makes it the duty of 
the several County Assessors to take a census each year, and to 
return the same to the County Clerk. Section 3,803 should be 
amended so that each County Clerk shall certify and forward to 
the Auditor with the abstract of assessment roll the census of 


his county. 
TERRITORIAL LIBRARY. 

Litigation throughout the Territory is increasing both in 
volume and the interests! involved. We are now laying the 
foundation of the jurisprudence of the Territory, and it is there- 
fore important that our judges should have the best aids that can 
be afforded. Many of the questions that are new to our juris- 
prudence and are daily arising in our courts, have been decided 
in our sister States and-Territories and in England. Our judges 
should have access to the reports containing these decisions. 
The appropriations heretofore made for purchasing law books 
have been mostly invested in these reports, but many of the sets 
are incomplete. There should be a liberal appropriation for this 
purpose for the ensuing two fiscal years. The removal of the 
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Territorial library to the Capitol wil save an outlay of at least 
$1,500 per annum in rent and fuel. The contingent expenses ot 
the library being decreased, the appropriation for the purchase 
of books should be inereased. ' 


TERRITORIAL VETERINARIAN. 

It has been the practice of appraisers of condemned animals 
to place the valuation high enough so that the two-thirds valua- 
tion should be equal to the full value; this is a violation of law 
and should be remedied. 

By the untiring efforts of Dr. Hopkins, a number of these 
abuses have been materially decreased. Great credit is due him 
for the efficient manner in which he has performed the duties of 
his office. 

For the Legislature to pay claims not approved Ly the Vet- 
erinarian, I consider a dangerous precedent to establish. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL. ; 

The office of Attorney General under the present law is a. 

useless expense to the Territory. The Attorney General should 

be required to give a bond to the Territory for a sum not less 
than $25,900. 

„ When a Territorial official refers a matter to him for his 
written opinion, he suould be required to give it without evad- 
ing the question, and should be held responsible for steh opin- 
ion. Any official following his advice or opinion should be re- 
lieved from all responsibility ; but, should such officer refuse or 
fail to follow the advice or opinion of the Attorney General he 
should be held responsible for his action. No Territorial official 
should be hampered with an opinion that has no force or effect. 


TERRITORIAL STENOGRAPHER. 


Heretofore while there were but few counties, and the liti- 
gation was small, the terms of court could be so arranged that 
one stenographer could do the entire stenographie court work, 
but new counties have been created from time to time and the 
litigation has grown until the courts in the several districts are 
in session at the same time, and as a result the stenographer is 
overworked, and some of the courts are compelled to do without 
a stenographer or to appoint someone else to do the stenographie 
work. The creation of new counties and the continued increase 
of litigation all tend to increase the embarrassments of the sit- 
uation. 

In my opinion the courts would be better served, and at less 
expense than now, by the judge of each district appointing such 
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stenographers as may be required by the courts ot his district, 
the expenses of the stenographic work to be paid as other court 
expenses are now paid. The judges could dictate their opinions 
to the stenographer and thus facilitate the public business. 


CONSOLIDATION OF OFFICES. 


The Territorial offices of Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, Librarian, and Superintendent of Weights and Measures 
have heretofore been filled by the same person. The salaries 
and contingent expenses of these offices should be consolidated, 
and thus save the Auditor and Treasurer the trouble of keeping 
so many accounts. 

The office of Insurance Commissioner should be abandoned 
and his duties performed by the Auditor. By so doing, the con- 
tingent expenses of the former office could be saved to the Terri- 
tory. The Auditor should receive the salary that is at present 
received by him for performing the duties of his office, and the 
fees arising from the insurance department, which would not be 
more than a fair compensation for his services. 


COMPENSATION OF TERRITORIAL OFFICERS. 


„ The salaries of the various Territorial officers have not been 
increased in proportion to the increase of labor required by rea- 
son of the growth of the Territorial resources and property, and 
the salaries heretofore paid are not sufficient and in keeping with 
the compensation paid for like services in other employments 
throughout the Territory. I have, therefore, recommended such 
increase of salary, (as will be seen by reference to estimates for 
expenditures for the two ensuing fiscal years,) as in my judgment 
will be a fair compensation for the services required. 

Heretofore the commission of two per cent. on monies han- 
dled by the Treasurer was only a fair compensation, but of more 
recent years the amount of moneys passing through his hands 
has been greatly increased and I have therefore recommended 
that the commission of two per cent. be reduced to one per cent, 
and that he receive the sum of $400 and one per cent. commissions 
on monies handled by him for bis salary. 


CONTINGENT EXPENSES OF TERRITORIAL OFFICERS. 


It will be seen, by reference to estimates for expenditures 
for the two ensuing fiscal years, that I have recommended a de- 
crease in the appropriation for contingent expenses. The Capi- 
tol Building will be ready for occupancy by the beginning of 
the fiscal year, or soon thereatter, and this will save the neces. 
sity for any outlay for office rent, fuel and janitor, This will 
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materially decrease the contingent expenses. The Capitol 
. Building is large enough to accommodate all Territorial officials, 
and the law should prohibit the use of the contingent fund for 
rents, fuel, lights and janitor. In my judgment the estimates 
are large enough in each case to cover the ¢ expenses of moving 
and of buying furniture. 

The law should be changed so that all salaries and contin- 
gent funds could be drawn at the close of each month, as there 
is no good reason why the money should lie idle in the treasury 
vaults. No fund should be used to pay transportation or mileage 
where traveling is done upon free transportation. , 


REPORT OF COAL MINE INSPECTOR. 

The Jaw requiring the Inspector of Coal Mines ta print a 
quarterly report in the papers should be changed, so that the 
expense of printing his reports iv the papers should be decreased. 
As the law now is it takes a large part of the contingent fund ot 
the Inspector to par the expenses of printing his report in the 

rarious newspapers. ; 


BOARD OF EQUALIZATION OF STOCK, 


The Ninth Legislative Assembly created this Board and 
defined its duties. T believe that iť this Board would meet once 
in two years no great injustice would be done to any one. This 
Board is composed of the Chairmen of the several Boards of 
County Commissioners. It costs the Territory about $1,000 for 
each session of this board, and each new county will increase the 
expense. Ň 


ESTIMATES FOR APPROPRIATIONS. 


In preparing the estimate of expenditures for the care ot 
the blind, deaf and dumb, the insane, and the conviets of the 
Territory, I have been somewhat at a loss to know whet the 
proper recommendation should be. The law does not require 
the commission having these matters in charge to make a report 
or send an estimate for expenditures to this office, A 

In making the estimate of expenditures tor the care of the 
Capitol building, I have had no precedent as the building has 
never been cared for heretofore, and I hardly knew just what 
amount would be necessary. Iu my recommendations in each. 
of these instances T have recommended sneh amounts as seemed 
to me would be sufficient. Should there be a surplus at the end 
of the two years the balances would revert into the general fund 
again, 
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INSANE. 


As the law now is the burden of caring for the insane iş 
borne by the several counties, the law should be amended in this 
respect so that the expenses would be paid by the Territory. 


REPORTS OF THE TERRITORIAL OFFICERS. 

The books of the several Territorial officers should be 
closed on the 31st of October of each year, and they should make 
a report on or before the 15th day of November following. Pro- 
vision should be made for the printing of these reports and 
copies should be forwarded to the members of the Legislative 
Assembly at least thirty days prior to the session. The law 
should be so amended. 

There is a growing demand for these reports by boards of 
trade, railway companies, bankers, brokers, investors and home 
hunters. I know of no better way to advertise our Territory 
and induce immigration than to scatter these reports broadcost. 


CLAIMS, 

A number of claims are on file’ in this office that have not 
been audited and allowed. The reasons for not auditing and al- 
lowing each claim is endorsed on it. 

These claims should receive early attention. 

I make the foregoing recommendations in compliance with 
Section 1694 and I have tried to make them as brief as possible 
but at the same time to set forth such matters as [ deemed to be 
for the best interests of the Territory.
